a song, "Something for Thee," Miss 
Mary Peebles read a paper on "Sabbath 
Observance." The speaker was sorry 
to report that there had been a loose- 
ness in regard to keeping the day dur- 
ing the past year. 
Cigar shops, ice 


cream saloons and fruit shops have 
been boldly selling on Sunday and have 
been 
patronized 
by 
members 
of 


churches. The Sunday newspaper is 
sold on the streets and many men walk 
out of the house of God and into their 
own homes with the Sunday paper in 
their hands. Besides this, railroads 
continually advertise Sunday excur- 
sions, while bicycles carry scores of men 
and women to neighboring cities each 
Sunday to help to weaken the religious 
convictions of tho young, and with 
shame, be it said, that women who 
have taken God's vow upon them arc 
among thab number. 


Miss Peebles said she had waited 


upon May.or Row and called his atten- 
tion repeatedly to tho violations of Sun- 
day laws, but in vain. 
She intimated 


that Portsmouth's young mayor was 
far from being like Nehemiah of old, 
who commanded the people not to buy 
or sell, and who set his servants to 
watch them. 
She maintained that it 


was part of a minister's duties to see 
that the laws were observed, and took 
pride in the. fact that it was chiefly 
owing to their exertions that Sunday 
base ball was broken up last spring. 


Miss Peebles hoped that Christian 


people would unite.in demanding that 
no man's Sabbath should be taken 
from him, and hinted that she favored 
the stopping of street cars on Sunday, 
as well aa other forma of business or 
amusement. 
She also said she had 


talked with newsboys to induce them 
to quit selling Sunday papers and had 
distributed 17,628 pages of literature 
bearing on the observance of Sunday. 


A paper on "Scientific Instruction,"

Peebles, was read by Mrs. McColm. 
This paper pointed out that chiefly 
through the exertions of the Union, 
scientific instruction on the evil effects 
of drink upon the system were now 
taught in the public schools of all the 
states in the Union but four.

M»J. McKlnlcy'B Latest Epigram Should 


Be Slightly Kovlued. 


It sceins aa if the poster was destined 


to cut considerable ice iu the present 
campaign. 
A few of the tirst of the 


•eries of the republican national com- 
mittee's new posters were put up in 
Kansas City recently. The poster is a 
big affair and woaiderfully suggestive. 
The picture represents, on one side, the 
United States mint with Mr. Bryan 
standing before it, ushering in John 
Bull, ,Tohu Chinaman, Senor Mexicano 
and the rest, with truck loads of sil- 
ver. 
Against that is a great vista of 


smoking chimneys nnd Maj. McKinley 
ushering crowds of men and women 
into the open factory gates. Below are 
printed the words of Maj. McKinley: 


"I think It IB far better to open the mills 


of America to American workmen, than 
the mints of America to the silver of the 
world." 


At the top, in large block letters, is 


the, caption: "The Beal Issue," which 
would seem to indicate that the poster 
•was gotten up before the delivery of the 
opening campaign speech by Mr. Har- 
rison, who explicit!}' contradicts Mr. 
McKinley's contention that the tariff 
is the supreme issue in this campaign. 


The answer to Mr. McKinley's plati- 


tude will readily suggest itself and it 
inns something ufter this fashion: 
'Many of the factories of the United 
States are closed and many more are 
running on short time, not because there 
is any scarcity of raw material, or capi- 
tal, or laborers, nor because capitalists 
are not anxious to realise'profits upon 
the capital, but because,' owing to the 
decrease In the purchasing ability of 
the farmers, there is no demand for 
manufactured articles. And if all the 
idle men in the manufacturing centers 
could be put to work In the factories, 
the goodn produced must lie unsold in 
the factories, unless the price of ag- 
ricultural products are raised, so that 
the increased income of the one-half 
of the population dependent upon agri- 
culture renders them able to purchase 
the manufactured goods thus produced. 
These prices c«n be raised and this in- 
come can be Increased by the establish- 
ment of a bimetallic monetary system 
and the free ooinn^-r of silver nt sixteen 
to one and in no other way. The free 
coinage of silver will at1 once increase 
the price of wheat and cotton, etc., etc., 
about 66 p«r cent. 


But Mr. H»rri*ou, in his New York 


speech, eaaciyed to laugh this proposi- 


. tion out of court und answered it, once 


nnd forever. Hesuid: 


"The sllror men mitkc a strong nppealto 


the farmer. 
They s«y It will put up 


prices. Well. In «. B«ns«, yes. Nominally, 
yes; really, no. If wheat goes up from 60 
cents to 11.30 (ha pric* has heon increased, 
you will say; but If the price of every- 
thing elso haa gona up In tho same pro- 
portion a bushol of wheat won't buy for tho 
farmer any mor» sucar or cofCea or farm- 
ing Implements or anything elao that he 
has to purchase. If that dollar won't buy 
for the farmer »ny more or be a hotter 
dollar than the one wfc have now where 
Is the good to anybody of Introducing theso 
fictitious [irlceiT" 


Mr. Harrison must have breathed this 


sophism through his grandfather's hut. 
His contention 1« a fallacy and will not 
bear the light of investigation. Let us 
•see: 
Authentic ofliolal statistics very 


conclusively prove that In moat of our 
best nyriculturnl states the leading 
staple cereals, cotton and many other 
agricultural products ure produced at a 
loss, or, at the beat, without profit. 
That is. to eay that they have to be sold 
at pric.es which do not repay th« cost 
of production, or at the beat, baxely BO. 


Moat of Uhe furriers of the United 


States, even thoae whoce farm* nrenot 
mortgaged, receU«« ao Interest what- 
ever upon their oopitai invested, but 
pimply are refiubniried for the coat of 
production o< their products and, by 
dint of tha eiterclM of the moat rig"M 
economy, bordwriag on parsimony;, ar« 
able to buy a few groceries, and «uchl 
other food aa they cannot raise oji their 
ifarms, and iv scanty e«pply ot clothing1 


of the cheapest quality. They all, of 
course, must pay their state, county 
and school t«xe.H, while those who have 
mortgage Interest to pay, cnu pay It 
by pitiful self-dcninl ami practically 
doing without whatever cannot be pro- 
duced upon the farm. 
* Now for Mr. Harrison's proposition. 
First, consider the fanner who is out 
of debt and manages, by rigid econ- 
omy, 
to stay out of debt and buy a mia- 


erably inadequate supply of groceries 
slid clothes. Assume that, the annual 
product of tho farm, in excess of hia 
home consumption, IK $500, which re- 
pays him coat (expense) of production, 
pays his taxes, repairs nnd replenishes 
his supply of tools, etc., and buys him 
a scanty supply of groceries und cloth- 
ing. Prices of his products are raised 
66 per cent, and he receives SS30, or S330 
more than he does now. What matters 
it to him if prices of "sugar, or colTeo, or 
anything else, that he has to purchase," 
have also gone up GG per cent.? The in- 
crease is clear gain to him and is that 
much groceries, clothing and manu- 
factured articles which he could not) 
EOW buy at all, no matter how cheap 
in price they may be. Is it not clear 
"that Mr. Harrison's proposition is noth- 
ing but specious sophistry? Does not 
this ga,in in purchasing ability repre- 
sent $200 in groceries and manufac- 
tured articles at present prices which, 
in his present unfortunate condition, 
our farmer is not able, to buy at all ? 


As to the farmer in debt—his case is 


very slightly different from that of the 
farmer out of debt. Thecnly difference 
is that whereas it now takes a certain 
quantity of products to realize a suffi- 
cient number of dollars to pay his in- 
terest under free coinage it would take 
only three-fifths as much, so that, in 
addition to the $330 increase in his net 
profits he would reap the use, of two- 
fifths of the produce now absorbed for 
interest, and when the t:me arrived to 
pay the principal it would take only 
three-fifths as much produce to pay it 
as under the present, system. Hut aside 
from this, all farmers, in or out of debt, 
•would re<il:7.e the same advantages from 
the rise in prices consoquf-nt upon free 
coinage of silver, to-wit: An actual in- 
crease in purchasing ability equal to 
two-fifths o* the Dresent cross returns 


realized from their farms measured iu 
groceries and manufactured articles at 
present prices, 


Now, take tha state of Kansas with 


its $150,000,000 (round numbers) an- 
iiuol farm products, at prevailing'prJces, 
and apply tJic foregoing argument to 
the farmers of that state. An increase 
of 66 percent, in prices of farm products 
deans $100,000,000 that the Kansas farm- 
ers would have to spend annually, which 
they do not have to spend, at alL Now, 
tipply the 06 per cent, rise to sugar, 
coffee, farming implements and other 
manufactures, and we find that-this rep- 
resents a quantity of those articles that 
it would take §60,000,000 10 buy at pres- 
ent prices. Would not this give a vast 
number of now hands employment in 
open factories? 
Would not the trans- 


portation of this vast quantity of goods 
largely increase the incomes of the rail- 
roads running from the east into the 
&tate of Kansas? Consider these queries 
.fairlj' and impartially, and without 
prejudice. 


If you are inclined to follow this 


thread of argument further, take the 
•wheat nnd cotton crops of the United 
States for the year 1895, and then con- 
sider what an enormous tonnage of 
manufactured articles, at present pre- 
vailing prices, is represented by two- 
fifths of the combined value of these 
two crops for 1895. And yet that is 
*ust what the farmers could buy, in 
excess of what they arc now able to 
buy, if prices were raised GO per oent., ns 
the result of the free coinage of silver. 
And all the goldbugs concede that such 
rise in price would take place, but they 
f nil to realize that it would be an abso- 
lute addition to the farmers' purchas- 
ing ability. 


Mr. McKinley should revise his epi- 


gram so as to make it read: "The way 
to open the mills of America to Ameri- 
can workmen and save our railway sys- 
tems fromTlieastrous bankruptcy is to 
open the mints of America to the silver 
of the world."-—George C. Ward, in Kan- 
sas City World. 


A FALSE ASSUMPTION. 


America Docs Not Want a filo»t>t»ry Sys- 


tem In Accord \Tlth England's. 


Our interests are directly the reverse 


of those of England. She Is the great- 
est creditor nation in the world. We 
are the greatest debtor. If "dollars" 
can be doubled in value (5. e., purchas- 
ing power) she collects twice as much. 
If "dollars" be doubled in vnliMS, we paj' 
twice as much. That is the difference 
in n. nutshell. 


England is a creditor to the extent 


of §10,000,000,000. We are a debtor to 
the extent of $6,000,000,000. 
This is 


about the amount of our foreign debt. 
But the reader must not infer that for- 
eigners have sent $0,000,000,000 
over 


hero and invested it. Not at all. As 
known by Ocn. Warner in his Monograph 
on our debt abroad, in IfjGO our total 
foreign debt amounted to only $1,200,- 
000.000, 


Since then we have exported $GOG,- 


021,720 more gold and silver than wt 
have, imported, and $1,749,395,231 more 
merchandise than we have imported. 
This makes a total balance In our favor 
of $2,350,000,000. And yet our foreign 
debt has risen from about $1,200,000,- 
000 to $0,000,000,000. 


How has this startling 
condition 


arisen? 
Simply by the reinvestment 


of profite. 
The foreign creditor lias 


drawn out such sums IM» he needed, 
•while the remainder has been reinvested. 
Of course each reinvestment meoiis,an 
additional bnrdon of interest, whteh the 
American producer must nnnntlly pay 
to the foreign creditor. Thu« in agre#.t 
measure the tremendous producti'we ca- 
pacity of tfle United States lifts b««n 
n«*d to Increase our d«bt, and add to 
the tribute we must annually poy to 
Europe, n large portion of which go»s 
fo Eng-Uwxl. The more p»oflt*ble UM«« 
reinvestments, the greater th* deb* b*- 
ooroee* 
But when the retnTe«trn*nte 


eeftsc fo be profitable, they oea«e; to 
be mode, n.nd the Eur»p«aji creditor 
takes ft larger and larger proportion of 
his American, income abroad. 


Then awny goes our goM, as fa«t as 


"ocean greyhounds can carry It." 


One more fact of the. moat momen- 


totis significance. 


To pay our present foreign, debt of 


5X3,000,000,000 on a gokl basks 
would 


take as many of onr great staples as 
In 1869 or 1873 would have paid a debt 
of $12,000,000,000—the prices 
having 


fallen one-half. So that without hav- 
ing received an additional dollar from 
abroad, and after having exported $2,- 
?.?6,000,000 more of gold, silver and mer- 
chandise than wo have imported, our 
foreign debt has in effect 
increased 


from Sl.200,000,000 to just about ten 
times that sum. 


And yet we are seriously, told that 


we must be in accord with the financial 
policy of England, and continue to pay 
our debts at the rate of two dollars for 
one, in order to be "honest."—National 
BimcUillist. 


ABOUT POSTAGE STAMPS. 
Collectors of plate numbers ar« In- 


creasing, and early investors are reap- 
ing a rich harvest. 


There ure three large stamp societies 


in Pittsburgh, besides a number of 
small ones, composed chicily of school- 
boys. 


Mexico proposes to issue a new se- 


ries of stamps bearing a map of the 
republic. They will be larger than the 
present ones. 


Another ten-cent Baltimore stamp 


has been found. This makes three dur- 
ing the past year, and if it keeps up the 
quotations will be considerably less 
than $5.000 apiece. 


In Spain the frank stamp for the dep- 


uties, 15 cents, yellow, is replaced by 
a special "tamp without value indicated. 
The arm-* are in the center surmount- 
ed by a large oval crown, color, car- 
mine. 


Japan has issued two commemora- 


tive stamps, of the late war with China, 
values two and five sen, one represent- 
ing Prince Arisugawa ?nd the other 
Prince Kitashirakawa. These will be 
the first stamps of this country with 
portraits. 


The most important example of a 


stamp, in which the quantity issued 
appears enormous, and the price to- 
day, by comparison, exorbitant, is the 
24-cent of the- treasury department. It 
would be difficult to find 500 of these 
stamps in the stock of all the United 
States combined.
